Mobile screening clinic coming to Didsbury

Cancer survivor, Terri McEwen, can’t wait for crowds to 
see leading edge digital mammography pull into town in 
two weeks. After all, this community helped purchase the 
technology. 

McEwen and the Didsbury Daisies, a group who walks in 
the Weekend to End Breast Cancer, have raised $400,000 
in this town since 2005. 

“This is totally because of our fundraising...people can 
see this is what they donated for," McEwen said. 

l^ast July, the Alberta Cancer Foundation unveiled two 
52-foot trailers with state-of-the-art digital mammography. 
The mobile units were purchased with $11 million raised 
in Weekend to End Breast Cancer events. 

The trailers, which pull into the parking lot at the 
Didsbury Memorial Complex on November 2. are geared 
towards giving rural women the same screening opportu¬ 
nities as their urban counterparts. 

There are 100 communities on the circuit schedule, 
though so far Didsbury is the only stop in Mountain View- 
County. A trailer could pull into Olds next year. 

Organizers picked towns with the highest need for the 
technology, but residents from other areas are also wel¬ 
come to use the trailer. 

“This is a big deal. We want to make sure women who 
live outside major communities have access to this tech¬ 
nology,’’ said Jane llauber, manager of screen tests for 


Alberta Health Services. 

This will be the ltith stop on the two-year tour. Women 
can hook an appointment for a mammogram through 
Alberta Health Services if they are over 50. If women are 
in the 40 to 49-year-old age bracket and this is their first 
exam then they need a doctor referral. 

Shawna Whiteside, who beat breast cancer this year, is 
excited to see mammogram screening in Didsbury 
because it’s key to beating cancer early. 

She often hears of women avoiding mammograms 
because they don’t want to drive to big city centres, so 
having the units come to women’s doorsteps will nix any 
excuse about travel. 

Although she wishes women younger than 40 years old 
could get the exam. She was diagnosed with cancer at .’Hi 
years old and during treatment she saw patients as young 
as 22 battling the disease. 

“I really disagree with women not being able to get this 
done until they’re 40. 1 want women to get it at 25 yetirs, 1 
really do," she said. 

“Maybe that is the next step with this mobile screening." 

Sue Miller, a two-time cancer survivor, agrees. 

“I know a lot of people who have been diagnosed 
younger than 40 and that isn’t going to change...it isn’t an 
old people’s disease." 

Alberta Health Services currently doesn’t give routine 
mammograms to anyone under 40 because young women 
have dense breast tissue that X-rays can’t always see 
through. 


Older women also have a higher risk of getting breast 
cancer, with 95 per cent of the demographic being diag¬ 
nosed with the disease compared to 5 per cent under 40. 

Despite issues with age, Miller is still excited to see the 
trailer. Like McEwen, she has also fundraised for the 
Weekend to End Breast Cancer, mid says its “huge” to see 
what the money has gone towards. 

“That this million dollar unit is coming here is just 
incredible. I am so excited. People can see what their 
money - and they have given a lot of money - has bought,” 
she said. 

The mammography unit is fully furnished with flat 
screen TVs in the waiting area. There are also extra rooms 
built in that can later lie used to screen for cervical and 
colorectal cancer. 

But it’s the technology that is really impressive, Miller 
said. 

Until now, technicians with Alberta Health Services 
came to town in vans and had to set up in church base¬ 
ments or town halls. And if hauling and sotting up equip¬ 
ment wasn’t a hassle, then they had to take fixed X-rays 
that could become blurry when developed at a lab in 
Edmonton. Women could be called in weeks or months 
later for a second mammogram. 

The new software burps out images in seconds and 
allows technicians to ensure the picture is clear even 
before the patient dresses.

want to show them the realities of the caste system in

“I don’t think they are too young.. .this is the point in life 
where they are looking into their future and what better 
opportunity to impact their lives than through an experi¬ 
ence like this," Carpenter said. 

Principal Garth I)agg is rooting for a successful trip. 
Since he arrived at DHS almost three years ago, lie has 
seen a real passion in his students for humanitarian work 
and he’s tried to address it with guest speakers and 
recently, this India trip. 

The voyage is costing each student $3,000 and that 10 
students are committed to raising the money, only goes to 
show Dagg how deep the desire to help others runs. 

He hopes an overseas tour, like this one, becomes an 
annual event. 

“We want students to get an understanding of what is 
going on beyond Didsbury, Alberta and even 
Canada...and we want to keep something going to 
encourage glottal awareness.”

Ten high school students with dreams of making a dif¬ 
ference will be travelling into the slums of India this 
November to see poverty first-hand. 

This is a pioneer humanitarian trip overseas for 
Didsbury High School and the only tour of teenagers the 
Dalit Freedom Network lias led. 

“I’m really looking forward to it, 1 mean, this is a chance 
to really do some soul searching and ask why we have 
things other cultures don’t,” said Jordan Poffenroth, 17. 

Poffenroth and nine other students were handpicked by 
DHS for their enthusiasm of social justice and advocacy. 
Before they even started packing, they were thinking of 
ways to get the message of poverty to this community. 

“I want to come back and show people slides about 
what is going on and then talk to them on a personal level 
about what I saw," said Chelsey Lorenz, 17. 

Poffenroth adds that he wants to come back a changed 
person, though he fears he won’t be altered long. 

“My only fear is that... I am just going to go and say that 
is sad...and move on. I want this to make a big differ¬ 
ence.” 

James Carpenter, who runs the Alberta branch of (tie 
Dalit Freedom Network, will take the students to 
Hyderabad in Central India from November 10 to 20. 

The group will tour slums and visit schools ;ind villages 
to see the relief efforts the not-for-profit is engaged in. 

The network is working to improve the livi's of the Dalit 
people through education, micro-credit loans and advoca¬ 
cy. The Dalits are considered the lowest forms in India’s 
caste system.

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Rural Alberta drives study 


more resident commuters seeking an affordable place 
to live, as well as businesses looking to get in on grow¬ 
ing rural towns. 

According to CAKP, Central Alberta is one of the 
fastest growing industrialized regions in the world. The 
population has increased at a rate of 1!* per cent from 
1996 to 2006 and will only continue to grow if CAKP can 
find a way to link towns and hamlets to cities. 

“If we get this high-speed rail, we don’t want it to pass 
us by and forget to include us in their transportation 
strategy. This study will look at how to link our resi¬ 
dents to that - if (the rail) does happen,” said Wittal, 
who also sits on the transportation study committee. 

Building a transportation network could cut down on 
the cost to create new roads and maintain present ones. 
As our population grows, (lie burden on taxpayers and 
municipal, provincial and federal governments to pro¬ 
vide corridors increases. 

If 60-100 people can he taken off the road every day 
and share transportation instead, roads may not have to 
he expanded or repaired :ls often, Wittal said. 

“I think this is important. If we are able to come up 
witli a system...so people who live in smaller communi¬ 
ties can commute effectively and so smaller communi¬ 
ties are stimulated economically...great," tie said. 

“We arc gelling the hall rolling on Ibis."

Commuters in Central Alberta could be the first in 
Canada to hop on a transportation system linking rural 
communities to city centres. 

This year, the Central Alberta Economic Partnership 
(CAEP), is taking on a study that will look for a network 
to connect rural residents to work and other pursuits in 
Red Deer and Calgary. 

“We want to make it easier for people to move 
around...and share transport rather than use their own 
vehicles," said Dale Barr, chairman of CAEP. 

“As far as we know something like this has never been 
taken on by any other organization in Canada.” 

The Regional Transportation Study is an ambitious 
project, hound lo have challenges, Barr said. 

This is in its infancy stage's and could take years to 
complete; as well there are no previous studies for the 
organization lo work from. 

“But hard tasks have great success and great 
rewards...we want to see tMis happen,” Barr said. 

Mayor Brian Wittal, who lias given approval for the 
project along with town council, said this huh and 
spoke system could ensure Didsbury and other commu¬ 
nities aren’t forgotten in the long term. It could attract

Albeila Administrative 
wfwHfr -Licence Suspension program 
(AALS) already imposes a minimum three-month 
suspension or disqualification on drivers who are 
charged with driving with a blood alcohol level 
greater than 80 mg per cent or refusing to provide 
either a breath or blood sample. 

Now the same program has been expanded to 
apply to motorists suspected of being impaired by 
drugs. 

In the past a police officer who suspected a driver 
was drug impaired could only request voluntary 
testing, leaving officers w ith little chance of pursu¬ 
ing a conviction on the basis of drug-impaired driv¬ 
ing. 

Dust year the federal government established pari¬ 
ty between drug and alcohol-impaired driving 
offences for the first time in Canada through Bill C-

H1N1 scare prompts precautions 


Now amendments have been made to the provin¬ 
cial Traffic Safety Act to allow the AALS program to 
suspend individuals driving while impaired by 
drugs, ensuring the law is applied equally to individ¬ 
uals charged with either alcohol or drug-driving 
offences. 

Yet while this change provides for the temporary 
suspension of a person’s licence for suspected 
stoned driving, a major gap in the area of policing of 
drug-impaired motor vehicle operation remains. 

In the case of drunk driving, there is an accepted 
standard that is used by police and the courts to 
determine if a person has too much alcohol in Iris or 
her bloodstream. Drive with a blood alcohol level 
greater than 80 mg per cent and you can be charged 
and convicted. 

On the other hand, in the case of drugs such as 
marijuana, no nationally accepted standards are in 
place. That is, there is presently no accepted test 
that says if a person has this much THC (the active 
ingredient in marijuana) is his or her blood, he or 
she is impaired. 

Whether such standards can or will ever be settled 
upon remains squarely in the hands of Canada’s law¬ 
makers. 

Nevertheless, this new 90-day suspension program 
w ill hopefully make more drivers think twice about 
climbing behind the wheel w hen they are stoned on 
drugs. 

As the case with alcohol impaired driving has 
shown time and again, the best and most effective 
way to avoid accidents and the carnage they leave 
behind is to stop them at the source, with the driver. 

RCMP and other police forces already have their 
hands full dealing with selfish and criminal 
motorists who drive drunk. So if you’re going to get 
stoned, just do everyone a big favour and don’t 
drive.

My dad refuses to shake anyone’s 
hand.

And people seemed to be keeping 
an eye out for others who potentially 
carried the virus and those who 
coughed were definitely suspect. At 
one point, 1 was in a dollar store 
grabbing some Halloween acces¬ 
sories when a 10-year-old boy began 
coughing coarsely. Immediately one 
parent alerted another and a couple 
of families rushed out the door. 

Hearing how worried people were 
about the flu and seeing the meas¬ 
ures they were taking to avoid it, 
gave me a good case of paranoia. 

“Whoa! Are you blowing out those 
candles?" 1 asked my uncle as he 
bent over the birthday cake. 

“I mean how are you feeling? 


Cough? Hot flashes?” 

The night before Thanksgiving, my 
girlfriends took me to an upscale 
pub so 1 could practise some flirting. 
I’m a little rusty. 

For a moment I forgot all about the 
possibility of getting sick, as I took 
in the crowd of young people - and 
most importantly young men - 
milling about the room. 

Then this man stumbled over, a lit¬ 
tle worse for wear, and introduced 
himself to my group of friends. He 
shook everybody’s hands and turned 
to me. 

I stared at his open palm and 
before I could even edit what came 
out of my mouth, stuck out my 
elbow and shouted, “H1N1, sorry no 
hands." I guess I assumed he’d 
shake...my elbow. 

His eyes widened and his mouth 
puckered into a horrified “O." 

“You have H1N1?” 

“Uh no...” 1 tried to say over the 
din. Too late. He stumbled towards 
the bar. 

“She has H1N1,” he cried to the 
other patrons. 

He was intoxicated enough that no 
one paid him much attention - thank 
goodness. And my friends had a 
good laugh. Apparently there is still 
much I need to learn when it comes 
to pub-talk. 

These days I’m back in Didshury 
and feeling more like myself. 
Although I can’t help hut wonder if 
our behaviour will change when 
H1N1 crosses the Rockies and hits 
this province as hard as our neigh¬ 
bours. 
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Residents are also becoming 
increasingly alarmed as the province 
takes the lead in positive tests for 
the virus. 

According to provincial health offi¬ 
cer Dr. Perry Kendall, 50 per cent of 
the samples for the potentially dead¬ 
ly flu virus are positive compared to 
only five to 10 per cent proving posi¬ 
tive in other parts of the country. 

As a result, there have been 53 hos¬ 
pitalizations and six confirmed 
deaths, although B.C.’s top doctor 
will be the first to tell you its unclear 
how widespread the infection is. 

Over the Thanksgiving holiday, 
reports about H1N1 seemed to wors¬ 
en as health authorities announced 
further spread and as cases of 
healthy patients dying from the flu 
came to light. 

The night before 1 was to board the 
flight front Calgary to Vancouver 
Island my mom called, troubled that 
I was going to be breathing in recy¬ 
cled air for the next two hours. 

If I could hold my breath during 
the flight, all the better, she said. 

My family has always been careful 
about avoiding any strain of flu, but 
since news of IIINI they’ve been 
extremely cautious.

The 12-acre site will be treating grey water, groundwater 
and runoff from the urban landscape. 

One of the key priorities of the project is to restore fast¬ 
disappearing natural wetlands, which serve as nature’s 
water filters. Through the project, the Olds College School 
of Innovation is developing ways to help treat municipal 
swimming pool water, contaminated water from oil and 
gas or coal mining activities and other sources. 

Hob Renner, minister of environment for the Alberta 
government, said the groundbreaking marked a historic 
day in beginning to understand the importance of wet¬ 
lands. 

“This is a very critical role that this research facility will 
play here. It will help us to learn a lot more about water 
quality, the opportunities that we have for water storage 
that connect productivity between surface water, water 
storage and groundwater. It’s about innovation ... aligning 
us with a new direction. We’ve got so much to learn from 
this facility,” he said. 

The educational component of training the next stew¬ 
ards of wetlands is also important, Renner said, as it will 
build expertise. 

“We need to have experts in the field that will allow us to 
understand how we can preserve wetlands, how we can 
restore wetlands, and more importantly in a case like this, 
how we can possibly even construct wetlands,” he said.

“Urban nmoff contains everything from heavy metals to 
oils to pesticides ... so no longer are we just going to store 
it and discharge it — we’re going to store it, treat it biolog¬ 
ically and then discharge it into the waterways in a very 
much more polished form," said David Poppitt, planning 
director with Westereek Developments. 

Currently, developers are required to give back three 
dollars for every dollar worth of productive wetland they 
take out of the ecosystem as part of their operations under 
the Wetlands Compensation Act. The money goes to 
Ducks Unlimited. 

“It's many millions of dollars and ... we don’t know what 
it does. It most certainly isn't applied to urban treatment of 
storm nmoff," he said, adding that oftentimes, the money 
goes to one community where the company doesn’t even 
have operations. 

As a result, the company is partnering with the Town of 
Strathmore, where it has extensive developments, to con¬ 
tribute to wetlands research. 

The project has raised just under $3 million in funding 
from non-governmental sources such as Ducks Unlimited, 
private donors (including $1 million front Henry Heuver, 
who helped conceive the project several years ago. Heuver 
is president of Foothills Landscaping). 

Tlie project will assist with the provincial government’s 
Water For Life Strategy.

figure out how to pay off dept - by dipping into reserve 
funds or raising taxes. 

Other municipalities, like Didsbury may have to shelve 
capital projects or re allocate dollars and this could 
affect long-term infrastructure planning. 

“Municipalities are very nervous...this is a significant 
amount of money we needed to catch up on the recent 
boom and fulfill infrastructure needs,” Bertschi said. 

He met with the premier yesterday to discuss solutions, 
such as a blend and extend program that would see the 
MSI dollars reduced and the length of time towns and 
cities get the dollars extended beyond the original 10- 
year period. 

As it is, Didsbury is stniggling to figure out how it will 
fill the financial void left behind by the grab-back. The 
budget has little reserves to cover deficits and council is 
unwilling to hike taxes. 

And none are more adamant about keeping taxes 
unchanged as Councillor Veno. 

“Raising taxes is not an option as far as I’m concerned. 
When you do that you push the cost of living out of the 
reach for people who want to raise their families here,” 
she said. 

Over the weekend administration and councillors put 
their heads together at a retreat to figure out budget pri¬ 
orities and possible cutbacks. 

Mayor Brian Wittal said the result of less capital fund¬ 
ing will mean annual programs will be sidelined, contin¬ 
uing to “push things back farther and farther.” 

He also said popular public requests such as a skate 
bowl and splash park, will become low on the to-do list 
as the town reins in its spending for 2010. 

“We want to hold the line as much as possible on 
expenses because things can add up,” Wittal said.

Concerned councillors put their heads together last 
week after learning key provincial funding will be 
slashed again in 2010. 

“This is getting tough. Every year the pot gets smaller 
and the cost of doing business gets larger. How do we do 
everything with no money?" said Gayle Veno on the eve 
of a two-day council retreat at Silver Willows Golf 
Course. 

Across the province, cities and towns learned the gov¬ 
ernment will use an exit clause for a 10-year funding con¬ 
tract as it struggles to rein in a growing deficit. 

In 2007, the Stelmach government launched its 
Municipal Sustainability Initiative, a program that prom¬ 
ised a steady pool of dollars for municipal infrastructure 
like roads, bridges and community facilities. The pro¬ 
gram is linked with the strength of provincial revenues 
and can be clawed back in lean times. 

This year, the government promised $600 million to 
municipalities with almost $600,000 of those funds head¬ 
ing to Didsbury. Due to the recession however, the gov¬ 
ernment chopped Didsbury’s grant by 44 per cent and left 
towns and cities across the province $200 million less to 
share. 

For the 2010 budget year, municipalities were promised 
1.4 billion dollars and that too will be cut. The province 
will likely have a billion to share. 

AUMA President and Mayor of Morinville, Lloyd 
Bertschi said the claw-back will hit communities hard. 
There are municipalities, including his own town, which 
have already set budgets and called in tenders based on 
the promised dollars. With cutbacks towns now have to
